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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record, alone or in combination teaches or suggests a body-sound 
sensor, comprising: a piezoelectric device having a first portion mounted in a fixed relationship to 
the housing and a second portion displacementally coupled to the diaphragm; and a solid-state 
amplifier having a signal input coupled to the device, wherein the device and amplifier together 
have a frequency response at least including a range from below approximately 1 hertz to above 
approximately 250 hertz.
